New York, N Y— A news des 
patch to the New York Times from 
Chicago says the rise in wheat 
prices on the board o/ trade there 
‘is attr.buted lo increased buying 
in Europe following the realization 
that the sole available supplies are 
now being held in’ the United 
States and Canada.” 

The despatch continues in part: 
“Boats bulging with American 
grain have been leaving daily 


from seaboard and lake ports, 
which fact, according to recent | 
reports from ail corners of the 


world, is the forerunner of a mas 
sed improvement that in the next 
tew weeks would rival the heavy 
shipping of grains existing in the 
Great War days. 

“Chairman J C Stone, of the 
Federal Farm board, admitted in 
Washington that the government- 
financed grain holdings had been 
moving at an accelerated rate. He 
said the farm board has author- 
ized its grain stabilization corpora 
tion again to enter the futures, 
trading market, a fact confirmed 
by George S Milnor, head of the 
corporation in Chicago.
